boon progressing all day. Tho entrance to 
tho mine has boon so crowded with sor:-o\vful 
mon, woman ant! children all day that tho 
workmen word at tides much'incoiivenioiicod. 
Pinall3' ropos -vvoro stretched around tho 
[nines, and tho anxious and priof-sEnckon 
pooplo compelled to keep beyond tho bound- 
ivy.

who loarod that tho sickening horror boforo 
them was nU'tha.t remained o£ a near rela- 
tivo. About'noon threo bodies, two colored 
men and one boy, wero brought out; and tho 
excitement, which had commenced to sub- 
side, was again ronowsd. Tbo colored man 
woro Identified as Goorge and J. Maxwoll, 
and tho boy as Booue Maxey. The work ot 
recovering tho bodies is necessarily slow, 
owing to tho torriblo stonch in the mino 
which prevents tho rescuing p&rty from re-_ 
maining long inside. 


LATER.—Since 11 o'clock in tho morning 


only four more bodies havo been recovered, 
making sixteen in all. Out ol that number 
seven havo been identified, viz: Jainos 
Crumm, known by ft belt he wore; Isham 
Maxwell, colored; Win. Slasher, idcnttflod 
by a patch on ouo of his boots; Young 
Jewoll, by the locality in which his body 
was found; a German woman recognized her 
husbaud by his hair. Tli • last body re- 
covered was a German who - • name was un- 
known. Seven dollars and a half in silver 
was found in a hole in tho wall of his 
chamber In the mine. It is reported that ha 
had about $125, but tho rest being paper was 
either burnod up or destroyed by tug -water. 
A negro man, who was lost..in tho mino, is 
said to havo had t^OO on his person. 
It is 


thought that altogether several thousand 
dollars was lost with tho men in tho ox- 
plosion. Tho men aro working a night shift 
for tho purpose o£ collecting all tho bodies' 
they can in opo placo in order to facilitate 
tho work of removal.

year, show a falling off of postal revenue as 
compared with tho last fiscal year of $2,240,- 
24G. 
Unless tho estimates are errouoous 


there will therefore bo a deficit to that 
amount. Tho falling off is attributed to tho 
reduction of letter postage to 2 cents.

tion "That any daily or weekly newspaper, 
or any association of daily or weekly news* 
papers in tho United States or any of tbo 
territories thoreof, shall havo tho solo 
righj: to print, issue, and soli, for the term 
of oight hours, dating from tho hour ot 
going to press, the contents of said daily or 
weekly newspapers, or the co'.loctod uows of 
said newspaper association, exceeding 100 
words." Tho language of this bill, liko that 
of Truthful James, Li plaiu, and unmistalr- 
ably gives undoubted copyright for the 
period of eight "hours from tho timo ot 
"going to press," of all matter original or 
selected going to niako up tho "contiin'ji" of 
all daily or weekly newspapers, excepting 
only tho poor little papers whose "contents" 
or collected news consist of K«s than 100 
.words. 


The ivorking of such a law will bo liablo to 


lead to a groat deal of trouble and occasion- 
ally some annoyance. 


Suppose, for instance, that Senator Logan 


delivers a spooch in congress on tho F:tz John 
Porter bill, which is reported by half a do^en 
different-stenographers and sout to as many 
different papers )n different localities, and 
they each sot it up for their next morning's 
issue. 
IVho owns tho copyright of thnt 


speech? Manifestly cither one would had 
no other published it. 
But 
apparently 


as there are six of them, tho ono owns it 
which can show priority of "going to press," 
if no tooro than ftvo minutes (standard timo?); 
and if a Philadelphia paper wus tlio fortunate 
first ono, it could collect damages and costs 
of suit from each of its more tardy uoighbora 
in Now York, Brooklyn, Baltimore or Wash- 
ington. 


Thou how will It bo with tho president's 


message, printed copies of which aro in tho 
possession'of all the leading papers of tho 
country as soon as it is delivered) (The bill 
does not specify whether 
the copy for 


the ''contents" of a paper shall bo print or 
manuscript.) 
Of courso none ot tho pajwra 


will know who was first to "go to press" till 
tho time of each pressman is sworn to; and 
then will it bo in order for the ono which 
can show tho earliest 
record to collect 


damages ol nil tho other papors of tho 
United States for having issued or printed 
thoir papers before the oight hours limita- 
tion) 


Somo ono papor . will of course own a 


patent on tho signal service weather bulletin 
and tho fluctuations of tho stock market, 
whichever papor can show that its "con- 
tents" contained it first. Scissorings, stale 
Jokes and bad puns will riso to tho dignity 
of copyrighted matter, and doubtless thus 
continue till the end of timo, for as fast as 
tho limitation espiros for one paper it will 
bo conspicuous in tho "contents'' of somo 
other paper. If an oditor should happen 
to originated joke and v»-aut to koop it to 
himself ho could do so by looping it stand- 
ing and issue throo or more editions -of his 
paper a day. Tho News, by publishing in its 
noon 
edition 
tho 
"From-yesterday's-5- 


o'clock-edition" 
column 
of . Tho 
Jour- 


nal,'could collect heavy damages of tho lat- 
ter paper if tho matter should appear in ita 
3 o'clock edition. Perhaps this is tho reason 
Tho News so strongly favors tho passage of 
tho bill. It may see in it an opportuuity to 
break up Tho Journal. 


This law would evidently put an oud to 


standing advertisements, which form a largo 
proportion of the "contents" of nearly every 
paper, becauso beforo it knows it some other 
paper will have a copyright of tho same 
copyright, and hero is whoro the heaviest 
damages would bo claimed. 


Advertisers will bo compelled to furnish 


special copy for every issue of every paper, 
and make solemn oath that thoy have never 
furnished similar copy to any other paper 
before a publisher would dare to insert it 
among his "contents." Tho paper which thus 
first secures the business of an advertiser will 
have a sure monopoly of all his advertising. 


Thoro is only ono class of doily or weekly 


papers whoso matter will bo common plunder 
for all other papors, until some ono of thorn 
steals it, when it -will thereafter become 
copyrighted, and this class embraces thoso 
whoso "contents" or "collected nows" do 
not exceed 100 words. Probably a paper 
whose "collected news" or other "contents" do 
not embrace 100 words is not considered 
worthy of protection by tho government! 
But should not tho govenraoiit give its pater- 
nal aid to the woak as voil as the strong? 


But nearly ali papers "sell" thoir copies in 


advance1 (if thoy can) three, six or evon 
twelve months. It is safe to say that thoro 
is no paper which has not a singlo advance- 
paying subscriber. Hero is where tho law 
will work tho greatest hardship. Tho copies 
furnished such subscriber can contain no 
matter which has appeared in any other 
paper subsequent to tho moment of timo, 
which was oight hours previous to tho date 
of such subscription,' 


It begins1 to appear as though all papers, to 


avoid litigatioB, will bo compelled to publish 
entirely original and exclusive matter, both 
in, thoir nows and advertising columns, or 
else bo willuiE to apportion thoir entire sub- 
stance among attorneys and clorlis of court. 
In the prospecfof this bill becoming a law, 
can there be any comfort or consolation af- 
forded to a poor publisher?

,hem to tako good care of the child, and bring 
berup all right, and that he would pay. 
He 


directed that she should bo well educated, 
mid 1870 ho said bo would remember her in 
jis will. About that time, -when speaking to 
Mrs. Knapp, her aunt, Mr. Weber said as to 
;ho expense of Josophiuo's musical educa- 
tion: "You will got that all baek.

to gbt out of it," When brought up for 
sentence t>he was impassive as usual, and 
sat with bowed head until called up to 
the bar. During the solemn scene which 
followed tho judge and many ot the spec_ 
tators were greatly affected. Sho kept 
her face covered with Lor handkerchief, 
and made no demonstration except to 
shako her head ^7hen asked it she had 
anything to say. The conclusion oil the 
judge's remarks was as follows: 


"I know from the facts disclosed on 


tho trial that your lot thus far in life uas 
been a hard .one, and I think and be- 
lieve that if you could have been sur- 
rounded by different circumstances and 
by happier influences, your condition in 
life would have been far different from 
what it is now, and must continue to be 
for some time in the future. 
And al- 


though tho sentence which the court is 
bound to pronounce must fall with 
crushing weight upon you, yet it ie tho 
duty ot the court to pronounce it. There 
is only one source of comfort to which I 
can point you to look, and that is to 
something higher and better than any 
earthly power. It is only in tho Divine 
compassion and mercy of ths Lord that 
you can hope for any comfort and con- 
solation in this, your greatest hour o: 
trouble; 
and 
I 
trust you will 


loak to that source, for 1 know of none 
other. To bo cut down as you are in the 
prime of lite, in your greatest usefulness 
and to havo those holy and tender ties 
existing between parent and children sev- 
ered at once, and apparently forever in 
this life, is the greatest afflicti6n than can 
fall upon a mother, 1 would not willing 
ly say one word to add to your presoni 
misery, and will only express the hope 
that you will look to Him who is plente- 
ous in mercy, and who is ever ready to 
forgive tho truly penitent. The sentence 
ot the court is, that you, Margaret Steussy 
fur the crime for which you have beet 
convicted, bo punished by confinement 
at hard lator in tho state prison of this 
state, from to- day at the hour of twelve 
o'clock, for and during the period of your 
natural life; and that the first day o: 
your confinement lo solitary, and on the 
fifth day of November of each succeed 
ing year, for and during the period ol 
your confinement, your imprisonment 
also be solitary.

Milwaukee, gives its readers the follow 
ing interesting account of the "Easter 
Egg" written by "'-Emma, of tho St 
Mary's Institute,1' Some of our readers 
may consider tho article too intensely 
Eoroan Catholic, but it is nevertheless 
uninteresting account of the "Easter 
E™g," in earlier times; and it -will bo pro- 
fitable reading for the little ones, and no 
doubt to many older ones, on Easter 
morumg: 


"The mournful ohant o" Holy week 


has scarcely died away, when thnco joy- 
ous rings tbo "Alleluia" on tho glorious 
Easter morn. 


Now begins a.new epoch of 
- pleasure 


for the little ones. Catholic piety ever 
alive to their-interests, finds on each ol 
tho three principal feasts of joy, a fitting 
object or symbol, whereby to give their 
innocent amusements tho proper direc- 
tion. Christmas brings the cub and the 
Evergreen tree, with its load of choicest 
gifts; Eueter tho colored eggs, and Pen- 
tecost, tho snowy dove. 
The universal 


acceptation of the symbols guarantees 
something higher than more c*hance in 
making choice of them—something of 
deep significance in relation to the res- 
pective festivals. 


From the earliest ages of Christianity, 


eggs have boon tho objects employed to 
give expression to Easter joy and mutual 
well-wishes. 
Nearly all ecclesiastical 


writers who treat of this festival, men- 
tion the custom of presenting Easter 
eggs a1; common to both tho eastern and 
western ch-arches. 


The practice has also become quite eon 


cral in cor own country, yet it appears 
there ure but few who are well acquaint- 
ed with its import. 


Tho Easter Morn is hailed with joy, 


especially it ushered in by fl bright spring 
dawn. When all without is gay, and 
nature presenta.the meeteat emblems of 
the resurrection in her renovated robe of 
green, onamtled with smiling flowrets 
that have just emerged from tbeir wintry 
grave, and with new life and joy, greet 
tbo vernal uunshino. But as brightly 
colored as tho most showy flowers, are 
the Eaetor. oegs presented to the dear 
little ones. 


In some places it is customary to hide 


thorn in gardens and yards among.the 
grass and shrubbery. Then, as eagerly 
as tho children longed to see what Santa 
Claus had broogut them on Christmas 
Day, they now, on returning from church, 
await tho summons to go and search for 
the eggs which havo been- dropped by 
tho white-robed Easter angel that sat by 
tho. sepulchre of Jesus and announced 
His resurrection. What a treat for little 
innocents! Eagerly they bound into the 
garden to begin their present search; and 
Boon llio air resounds with fast succeed- 
ing shouts of youth, announcing tbe dis- 
covery of the hidden gifte, which are 
Carried o't in triumph. 


Our Cathoio forefathers observed this 


practice with pairiarchiai simplicity, and 
doubtless experienced more true pleas- 
ure than moat persons at tho present 
time, when tho unseemly gift of eggs is 
not considered in its spiritual significa- 
tion. 


The ancient Greek and oriental phil- 


osophers regarded the egg as an emblem 
of tho world; indeed, nothing was con- 
sidered more symbolic in the celebration 
of pagan mysteries than an egg. 
The 


Asiatic Indiann considered it an emblem 
ot tho universe; one-half, when divided, 
representing tho heavens; the other, the 
earth, 


Christian pioty, however, iu choosing 


tho egg as Easter Symbol, attaches a 
deeper signification; first in relation to 
Christ himself; and secondly, to tho faith- 
ful. 
Refulgent 
with heavenly glory, 


His bruised and mangled body transfig- 
ured, rose the Savior from the sepulchre, 
as a bright, beauteous bird issues from 
tho shell, in which, as it were, it lay en- 
tombed, and forthwih appears a trans- 
figured creature. This event devout and 
simpie Catholics call to mind in offering 
tliogiftoE colored eggs, with tho com- 
pliments of the season. 
Thus, also, al- 


lusions aro made to our own resurrec- 
tion; tor our "joyous Easter" shall be 
the Great Day, when, if 
numbered 


among tho elect, our bodies shall rise 
from 
the grave 
glorious 
and im- 


mortal. Kuch tho testimony of St. Paul, 
deduced from tho solemn promise of 
Christ: "The trumpet shall sound, imd tho 
dead Rhull r:so again incorruptible, and 
wo shall be changed. For this corrupt- 
ible must put on incorrnption; and the 
mortal must put on immortality." 


Hence, how appropriately did the prim- 


itive Christians, iu tho time of tho perse- 
cutions, seed one another an Easter Egg, 
as a consoling emblem of their mutual 
hope in Christ Josus, who is the "Resur- 
rection and tho life. How tonchingly did 
they thus admonish the holy confessors 
to suffer and die for Him through whom 
they would rise to a glorious life eternal! 


Though at present we have no such 


persecutions to suffer in our own froo 
and happy country, yet this simple ob- 
ject chosen as the Easter symbol; should 
Jose noi.e of its significations, but con- 
tinue to ware us against our common 
"Adversary," who under various forma 
assumed by tho spirit ot the age "goes 
about like a roaring lion seeking whom 
he may devour." 


Let us then hope that both young and 


old shall rise again with I tho crucified 
Savior, to a lifo of everlasting recompense 
and glory in the regions ot eternal bliss.
